income as a waitress at the 
Dixiana Restaurant.

Mrs. Olden reports that 
research with members of 
her family up to and includ- 
ing an Aunt nearing 90 


years of age discloses no 
previous evidence of the 
disease in the family. 

Chuck has experienced 
treatment by doctors and 
hospitals over most of his 
life, the latest serious one 
in Jackson Memorial Hospi- 
al with the National Hem- 
ophilia Foundation’s Clinic 
assisting. 

In one seige he received 
some 22 injections of blood 
within @ five day period. 

Since his last stay in the 
Hospital, his mother has re- 
ceived a request to replace 
33 pints of bleod which 
Chuck had.

National Fire Prevention 
Week, October 3-9 was be- 
gun with a bang in Belle 
Glade, with Ag students of 
Belle Glade Hi and nurses 
and employees of the hospi- 
tal having experts demon- 
strate the use of fire pre- 
vention, contro], and eva- 
cuation of patients from a 
burning dormitory or hos 
pital.

Teacher, working through

eau Insurance Companies, 
secured the services of two 
fire prevention experts to 
give a lass to his Ag stu- 
dents on Thursday morning 
at the school. 


_ Administrator E. F. Saun- 
ders of the Glades General 
Hospital brought Lieut Robt 
McGrath, a Fire Safety Spe- 
cialist for an all-day ses- 
sion with nurses and em- 
ployees of the hospital, fire- 
men and other interested 
persons at the Civic Center, 
the same day. 

Mr. George Cappe, Direc- 
tor of Safety and Engineer- 
ing for the Farm Bureau 
was assisted by George Page 
an insurance Special. Repre- 
senative, in lecturing and 
demonstrating to the Ag 
boys on portable fire ex- 
tinguishers, the proper kind 
for the several classes of 
fires, their operation. 


one out of four tires are 
extinguished with portable 
extinguishers.” 

The three classes of fire 
spoken of are: Class A-wood 
Paper, trash and ordinary 
combustible materials; Class 
B: glammable liquids such

Dead As The Dodo 


When the House approved repeal of section 14(b) 
of the Taft-Hartley Act — the section which permits 
states, if they so choose, to pass Right-to-Work laws 
under which a man can join or not join a union, as he 
alone decides, without being deprived of his job — 
it looked as if it were all over but the shouting. There 
seemed to be ample votes in the Senate to complete 
the repeal legislation this session. 

But in politics, as in other human affairs, the un- 
expected sometimes happens. And that may be the case 
with 14 (b). As Robert S. Allen vividly puts it "Barring 
some sleight-of hand wizardry, that measure, annulling 
state right-to-work laws, Is dead as a dodo. 

Some political stratagems have played a part in 
bringing about this unlooked-fcz development. But the 


big thing is a feeling, on the part of a substantial num- 
ber of influential Senators, that the Right-to-Work is 
an absolute basic right. Senator Thurmond expressed 
that view in these words: " . . . There is no more fund- 
amental issue than an indivigual's right.to work; to get 
and hold a job without having to pay tribute. This is 
an issue that transcends party, sectional, personal and 
all other lines." 

Inany event, repeal of 14(b) ma be dead for this 
session. It will, if that is the case, be back again next 
year. Then the weight of pub'ic opinion — which, the 
polls have shown, is strongly in favor of the existing 
law — may cause Cong'ess to again affirm a right 
which is*vital to individual freedom,

11,000 Die 
From Fires 
Last Year 


There are eleven thou- 
sand compelling reasons for 
Fire Prevention Week; that 
many people died in fires in 
the United States last year. 

Rules for preventing fires 
are well known. It would 
be nice, but untrue, to say 
that these rules are univer- 
sally practiced, Everybody's 
heard about the importance 
of keeping unneeded flam- 
jnable materials out of the 
house, checking wiring, 
being cautious with matches 
and smoking materials 
(smoking is responsible for 
one-fourth of all fires) and 
so on. The problem is how 
to get everybody doing it. 

Burns suffered in fires or 
from other causes often pre- 
sent urgent first aid pro- 
blems. First degree burns, 
which are skin deep, se- 
dom call for anything be- 
yond an antiseptic soothing 
ointment. Second degree 
burns injure tissue and, "if 
severe, require competent 
medical care," according to 
a section on burns in Dr. 

Henderson's “Emer- 
gency Medical Guide." 

For the ordinary, com- 
paratively mild second de- 
gree burn, adequate first 
aid includes careful clean- 
ing of the skin, using a mild 
antiseptic soap; soaking the 
part in a solution of two 
heaping tablespoons of bak- 
ing soda to a quart of boiled 
and cooled tap water; and 
applying a soothing, anti- 
septic ointment. 

A third degree burn, in- 
volving the entire thickness 
of the skin, always calls for 
medical ,and usually surgi- 
cal) care. Since shock is in- 
varibly present, the victim 
should be kept lying down, 
kept warm, and given fuids 
while awaiting professional 
treatment, A sedative, such 
as aspirin or a sleeping pill, 
may be given.

In October the Prelimi- 
nary Scholastic Aptitude 
Test (PSAT) will be given 
to those juniors who wish 
to take it. It is considered 
especially worthwhile for 
‘those who plan to enter col- 
leges requiring the SAT. 
First, experience тау be 
gained in taking this kind 
of test which might help 
you to so better on the SAT 
next year. Secondly, a com- 
parison of scores can be 
reached; therefore, your 
scores on the SAT can us- 
ually be predicted fairly 
closely when you receive 
your PSAT scores. As a re- 
sult you сап tell whether 
you will likely make high 
enough on the SAT for the 
school you desire and allow 
you to make other plans if 
you think you won't. The 
PSAT may also reveal your 
area (verbal or math) of 
weakness so you can work 
toward improving it prior 
to taking the SAT. 

Another point to remem- 
ber is that the PSAT is not 
intended as an admissions 
test. The College Board is 
not aware of any college 
that requires the PSAT for 
admission or that will ac- 
cept PSAT scores in place 
of SAT scores. When you 
are ready to apply for ad- 
mission to college, find out 
what admissions tests are 
required by the colleges you 
are considering and be sure 
to take such test at the time 
recommended or required 
by these colleges.
